They believed them- 
selves to bo in possession, of as- 
aiiranees on this point, from Ministers 
who ought to have been well informed on 
this question above all others. This opinion 
is shared by the younger Conservatives, 
who are all in favor of shelving the Irish 
question in the interest of a lai^ social 
programme, which might win votes at the 
general election. Evcn'now there are peo- 
ple who are skeptical aa to the intention of 
the Government in the matter, but it ia a 
little difficult to adopt their viev/ in face of 
the very emphatic doclaratiim of the Secre- 
tary forlreUnd.

The Parliamentary interest in Germany 
is at present centered in the Prussian diet, 
where a school hill of wide scope is being 
discussed. Tho bill drafted by Herr 
Vongosaler, when in office, baa iieen with- 
drawn, and his suoceseor, Count Sedlitz, 
prepared a measure which ia the one now 
before tho Diet. This nieaaar* aims 
at giving more power to the local authori- 
ties lUid local representative bodies, so as 
to desocctralizo State education, and the 
pay of Tteachers is placed on a footing more 
satisfactory than has liitherto been prac- 
ticable, but the bill also accepts tlie prin- 
ciple at present [ircvailing of denominational 
education,, in the sense that every school is 
a denominational sehool, and it niakea re- 
ligious instruction obligatory for each child 
in the school. This ia regarded by a strong 
group of National Liberala ni' moat objec- 
tionable, on the ground that it will, in 
practice, benefit the Roman Catholic coin- 
muniliea, to tho disadvantage of the Re- 
formed and Lutheran ehurehea. A minor 
Kulturkanipf will be fought out over the 
Uill, the passing of which, if it should he 
eirecled, will he the third great work of tho 
present Diet, which has already passed an 
income tux law and a locjl qovernoient law 
of the widest 8eo|)e.

Chicaoo, Ills., Jan. ;!0.— F. W. Smithy- 
one of the bailiUs in the Cronin murder case,, 
who was indicted for attempting to bribe 

the juron, was arrested to-day on a charge 
of embezzlement. 'The amount involved is 
over f.'J.OUO, scattered among two hundred 
creditors from Maine to California. On Oc- 
tober 1st of last year, George A. Ritzier 
opened a wholesale hardware and 
crockery goods house at 725 Milwau- 
kee avenue, and employed Smith to conduct 
the establishment. Eight hundred dollais 
hod been placed to Ritler's credit with the 
Chicago Trust and Savings Bank. With 
this amount back of them they monogcd tt> 
purclmso over §30,000 worth of goods. In 
the majority of cases tho bills with eacb 
firm did not amount to over $100, inougb 
some of tlie consignments exceeded $1,000.

Iscencos of Her Silvery Bell. 

Apropos of the article appearing in yes- 
terday's CouJKiST, Mr. John Jeasop writes 
as follows : 

"Anont the pioneer steamer of the Pacific 
Ocean dnd her bell, allow me to state that 
that bell called together the jiupila of the 
fii-.st non-sectarian school eatabliahed in 
British Columbia, on the lines of the school 
system of Ontario, then Canada West. 

riie old Central acliool building was. 
erected in '01, on the site of what was'after- 
wurda Philharmonic Hall, on Fort street, 
and now a double tenement, N03. 2S and 30 
V^iew street. From the little turret of that 
Uvelling-houso the Heaver bell gave out its 
ail very tones, morning and afternoon, during 
'(il and '02; and so careful was tho principal 
of the school to keep accurate time, that 
the one o'clock bell did good service in call- 
ing people from 'refreshment to labor.' 

When the naval authorities engaged 
the staunch old vessel for liydrographic sur- 
veys, the bell had to be replaced on her- 
leek, much to tho regret of tho pupila par- 
ticularly, us Alderman and Richard Hall, 
Napier Gowen, Fred. Came, jr., Aaron 
Lewis, and others, who, with' their brothers 
nd aiatera, were then attending achool, can. 
testify. 

I take this opportunity of again thank- 
ing my old-limo friend, and afterwards 
associate for several years on tho B. O. 
Board of Education, A. Munrn, sr., V\^i\.\ 
for the esteemed favor ho did me, moi-e 
30 jcars ago, in loaning the old Beaver 
bell."

AFTERMATH OF AN ELOPEMENT. 

Mrs. Frank Cliannell Hecurrs a Divorco and 
Asaln Becomes Sllss 8arah Isaacs. 

The following from tho Seattle Tele- 
graph's divorce column, yeslerday, will be 
read with iiUeresL by Victorians, as both 
p.irties are well Uiiowii hero, being former 
residents. Cliannell, it is said, now makes 
this city his home : 

"Proliably tho most important case 
brought to trial — important in the far- 
reaching nature of the ciinseiineiiees to 
other pail icH, which the decision involved 
— was that of .Mrs. .Sarah Cliannell .against 
I'ranU Channidl. .Mrs. Channell, a pretty, 
hazel-eyed blonde, teslilied to her elope- 
ment with the afor'esaid Frank Channell; 
that they had been mairied in Tacoma, .May 
S, 1891, the defendant then allei,' ig to lie 
tho manager of llcede's PavilioTi, iu this 
city. During the nionlh that siip[iosedly 
was their honeymoon, they bo.udcd at tho 
Terrace, and her luisbami was in the liabit 
of leaving In-r as soon as she lapsed into her 
"iieauly sleep," and staying away until 
early morn. After the four weeUs had 
elapsed, during which they lived on money 
he had borrowed from her sister, he levant- 
ed, and when last heard of was under ar- 
rest at Port Townsond. Desertion and 
failure to support wore consequently al- 
leged. 

"Through his attorney the defendant, 
now conveniently absent from the country, 
made answer that having been divorced 
from bis first wife, Laura M. Channell, on 
December 13, 1890, his marriage with the 
plaintilT three months later was void under 
the statute law. It was shown that the 
latest Mrs. Channell had no knowledge of 
lier husband's previous marital relations, 
her pretty sister, .Mis.s Isaacs, being an im- 
porlant witness. 

" Numerous authorities were cited by the 
attorneys on both sides in support of their 
positions. In its decision the court stated 
that the proposition was a far-reaching one, 
as a decision for the plaintilV as claimed 
might illegali/.e a g'cat number of cliildi en 
and ineolvijan immense amount of litigation 
regarding property rights. Tlie proposition 
was : Can a man talte a legal advantage 
of his own wrong-doing '.' Three 
months after his divorce from a 
wife whom the papers in the case showed 
he hail bo'.h ill-tieated and robbed 
he took advantage of a young girl's ignor- 
ance of his previous marriage to elope 
with her. Tlie court could not believe that 
the law would declare thi.s innocent yonn;' 
girl the dtfendaiit's inii^treHS. The object, 
of the law was to give the parlies in a di- 
vorce suit the right of uppjal, and in this 
case no appeal hud been taUeii. If the de- 
fendant's answer waa hold suflicient, the 
intent of the law would be vitiated. 

".Judge Lichlenberg proceeded to give 
the truant Channell such a ' roasting ' that, 
whatever bis distance from tbe country, his 
p tcbyd- rniatous cuticle must have tingled, 
after which the court declared Mrs. (Jluiii- 
n ell to again be Sarah Isaacs and alluweii 
S40 a month alimony, exiiressing the hope 
thitthe fugitive Channell would be cap- 
tured and forced to pay every cent in- 
volved."

I will now explain by illustration why the 
Bysleni is well adapted to liritish Columbia. 
Take the c.ise of the Cariboo llaihvay 
•originated and reported on by ine some years 
ago. I tlien coiuUinnecl thu route to Cari- 
boo by way of the North Tlioinpaon Itiver, 
as an all rail route, lint I have now rea- 
son to ECO tliat Cariboo does not reipiiro nn 
all rail route, if llie people of Riilish Col- 
nm'bia can be satislied with tho Abt system, 
as used elsewhere. The necessities of tho 
case can ho covered by running a steamer 
from tho Canadian I'acilic Kailw.iy, at 
Kandoops, to the head of uavjgilion on the 
Clearwater river, and thence, climbing the 
intervening ridge, to Qucsne les lakes, by 
the Abt system, using u steamboat for the 
lake traiitti, und joining the north end of tlie 
said lah« with Birk'srville by another 
stretch of the A lit Rock Raihvay system. 
So far as I can now reniernhor, without all 
the material at hand, the total distance of 
railway necessary to supply tho service sug- 
gested, would be, including both sections, a 
total distance of 80 miles', aud its uppro.xi- 
mate total cost, sicauiboats included, may 
be put down at $2,500,000 — in round 
Cgiiies. 

Now, the lowest estimate that I could 
make of the Cariboo Railway, by way of 
the Bonnpai te route, was seven and one hidt 
millions of dollars — a sum that has been 
stated in tho press, for local reasons, 
as too large. 1 will take occa- 
sion to say here, that those 
who have criticised ihc p mount, would 
know nioro about it if they knew what 
they were talking about and had taken a 
walk of (iOU miles back and forth as I did. 
It might be ai-kec] why I did not report in 
f.ivor of the Abt Rock railway system be- 
fore, to which I would reply that it- is not 
used in North America, where they have no 
monopoly of the collective wisdom of the 
scientilie world, granted tint they are the 
foremost raihvay i uildcrs of theirown style. 
Tjiat it is not us' d ilure simply proves that 
in this respect, North America is heliind 
Europe und South America both. 

Untd I liegau to study the building of the 
Transandinu railwiiy by an Knj.diah com- 
pany, I was profoundly iL'norant of all 
the details of the Abt system. Ijutel}', 
however, 1 have got information from vari- 
ous quarlers liy which I see plainly that for 
sudden ri^cs und difficult ground this is the 
system of (he future, granted even that 
electricity will take the place of steam upon 
the sume track lis ccnnondeul capacity on 
heavy inclines is ^o far superior to that of the 
ordinary radway as to put thu latter out of 
distance iii mountain country altogether. 
Locomotives are now being made that run 
indifferently well on the • Abt or 
upon the ordinary railroad track. 
If the Bou»pa>'te river was nnvigable, and 
could bo used in connection with a railway, 
its ad vim tiii;i h u oidd pi( poinh rat cover these 
of lliu Nor li riioiiip.son on all grounds; as 
it is not iiavi^.iMi', und yet it is po-sihle to 
get into CarlliiK) for aluiiit onc ihird of the 
money by anoiher ciinibini'd route, why not 
take it? lam luaie lhat there is much 
local and sectif'iial Icclinn about routes in 
I'iritish Cnluniliia, but I cannot see any 
justilication lor I hat . 

liecause the d( velopmcnt of tho best 
mining gi ounil in the country will dr.iw 
produce from all sourci's, tin leforc, there 
can be no piiriei|)le of eouiini'ii seii.'^e for the 
few to try to Siicrili>:e tile iiitei-ests of the 
many, for, irrespect ivc of locality, this is 
•what the said feeling amounts to. Now, 
you .see how the expenditure of seven and 
one-half million dollars can be reduced to 
about one-third of Ibis amount, without 
having cost the coiiiiliy anything; and all 
that I can ray now, is this, that if your 
riovernment cannot go ahciid and ilo the 
rest, I would say with Dogber ry, wliei; lie 
charg-'d the watch, "that if they make you 
not then tlie belter onswer, ye nuiy say 
they are not the men ye took them for. "

James' letter, saya that "fanatics may, per- 
liaps, ooutend _ that aa drunkenness is 
always tho result of the drinker's own not, 
ho almuld always bo held responsible 
for the crimes it may . iiiduco him 
to commit. But sucli a theory is 
repugnant to tho instinctive common 
soneo of the community, and its advocates 
will do well to ^ remember that consUtenoy 
requires them to apply it to many crimes of 
passion na well as to crimes of drink, for, 
in tlio former as in tho latter cases, tho 
mental condition which predisposes to vio- 
lence and crime is frequently the creation of 
the criminal's will." 

Our readers see from these opinions; dif- 
fidently expressed, that a subject which is 
regarded by many persons, not at all dis- 
tinguished for tlicir learning or their ability, 
as exceedingly simple and easy, is consid- 
ered by men of deep, thought and great 
capacity to bo full of dilScultics and per- 
plexities. Sir Lyon Playfoir's confession 
that ho is not qualified to give an opinion 
aa to whctlicr drunlvenuess ia to bo consid- 
ered iin aggravation of a crime cotnmitted 
under its influence, or can bo pleaded in 
mitigation of tho ofl'ence, mid Sir Henry 
James' difEdcnce in giving au opinion of, 
what appears to many, an exceedingly sim- 
ple question, should teach men of ordinary 
ability to hesitate before they pronounce 
positively on snbjocta which, in their 
opinion, are as clo ir iia liio sun at noonday.

^ A DIFFICULT QUESTION. 

"The trutli of the saying that really great 
men are tho moat modcat was illustrated 
moat forcibly in a letter from Sir Lyon 
Playfair to Sir Henry James, that was pub- 
' liabod in the London Times in the beginning 
of the present month. Some of Sir Lyon's 
constituents had directed his attention to 
■correspondence that had appeared in tlie 
Loeila^ Mercury upon judgments that had 
been delivered in regard to' crimes com- 
mitted under the inAueneo of drinlc. These 
judgments wert contradictory, some judges 
•looking upon drunkenness as an aggrava- 
tion of an ofience, while others seemed tu 
regard it as a mitigating circumstance. 
The perplexed eleclora, Unowiiig that their 
representative is a very able man aa well 

• a very honest ono, asked him what his 
opinion was on the subject. Sir Lyon Play 
fair, instead of giving on opinion off-hand, as 
many a country justice would, thought the 
matter carefully over and came to the con- 
cluaiou that he " was not qualified to form 
a jual, opinion upon it." 

Tliis diflidenco was, no doubt, sincere 
'The subject is, besides being interesting 
>»nel-important, exceedingly difiicult. VVish- 
'tng'to get an opinion on which his constit- 

• uents could rely, Sir Lyon wrote to his 
".friend, Sir Henry James, one of tho ii.ost 
■ eminent lawyers in Great Uritain, to liml 

out "wlielher there is any principle which 
is accepted by" judges to regulate their de- 
'Cisions in coses when druukeuness seems to 
be incentive of ori.ao." 

Sir Henry .lamea admitted that the ques- 
tion is full of dilliculty and interest, and 
admitted that he "was unable to (jiiole any 
general or de(iuit6 rules alibrding u solution 
of it." He, however, gave liis own opinion 
■at considerable length, an opinion, we may 
<add, which is not likely to be at allaatisfac- 
"tory to persona who think they know all 
about the matter, and have come to definite 
and, indeed, positive conclusions with re 
■gard to it. 

"Of course," wrote the great lawyer; "it 
is repugnant to all right reason that drunk- 
ennesa should confer immunity upon, or pro- 
•duce benefit to, any one ; and the effect 
"Would be moat disuatrons if drunkards are 
ever encouraged to believe that they will, 
■when drunk, be treated with greater con- 
sideration than if tliey were sober. There- 
fore, I think it necessary in tho intepists 
f tihe public that when magistrates arc 
from day to day deterininiof; cases of assault, 
accompanied, after, with brutal violence, 
they should give no liceil — ceitainly none 
in tile direction of mitigation — to the con- 
atant plea of drunkciiuess. In such eaacs 
1 doubt if the reasoning faculty is ever to- 
tally absent, and the man who chooses to 
d.rink to excess and, when drunk, from time 
■to time commits octs of brutal violence, 
must bo taught that he is answerable both 
for being under tlio im'luence of alcohol and 
for tho nets such influence prodncca. " 

Having set forth the general principle 
Sir Henry James mokes some exceptions. 
If a person, suffering from delirium tremaui, 
commits a crime, though lie may have, by 
ibis own self-indulgence and intemperance, 
'brought himself into that state, he must be 
regarded aa insane. Ho. saya "if once insanity 
ia found to exist, it will lie scant justice to 
ignore it on account of the cause that huB 
produced it." It may be asked if an in- 
■ioxrica ted man can be properly regarded as 
aano. Tho direct effect of his drinking ia 
to disorder his mind, ;.iul, if hia condition 
becomes permanent, there would be no 
question as to hia iiii-anity, and, conae- 
<jiienclv, as to his r"sponaibiUty for hia acts. 
Is not delirivm iremena but the effect of a 
continuation of a voluntary process ? 

The more of Sir Henry James' opinion 
tho enquirer read.-), the more perpli xed he 
is likely to become, and he sees tb.it Sir 
Henry had some premonition that this 
■would bo the case, for he concludes by say- 
ing, "I am afraid 1 have done little to solve 
tho problem you have placed before me." 
Ihe Times, commenting upon Sir Henry 



The Montreal Star, M-hicli is by no means 
friendly to tho Abbott Administration, is 
energetically opposing the return of Mr. 
Mercier to power. Ordinarily the Star ia a 
kind of journalistic Laodicean. It is in 
politics neither cold nor hot, and it is in 
conaequence not very greatly admired or 
feared by either of the great partiea. But 
now it has taken a sido — and tho right aide 
— and is fighting manfully, the battle of 
honest government. In an article in a re- 
cent number on "The provincial crisis," it 
says ; 

," That the province has been robbed sys- 
tematically, snamelessly, cruelly, nobody 
doubts. That millions of dollars that 
should have gone to promote the prosperity 
of tho merchants, farmers and workmen of 
tho country have been stolen, ia only too 
probable. At any rate, while the debt of 
the province has been rolling up by millions, 
beggars liava suddenly become rich and 
money has been poured out like water to 
provide for the luxuries and debaucheries of 
men who, a few years ago, found it hard to 
beg or to borrow, let alone to earn enough 
for their wants." 

This ia refresliirgly vigorous writing, and 
it will, no doubt, have ita efi'ect upon the 
I'jngliali speaking inhabitants of Quebec. If 
the electors of that province go wrong — if 
they support a party headed by shameless 
boodlora — it will not be for want of earnest 
and forcible warning. Commenting upon 
the apparent apathy of tho peojjle, the .Star 
gees on to say : 

"Or ia their apparent apathy the patience 
of despair ? Wo warn the electors of this 
country ihat whether or not the province is 
rich enough to aiauii four more years of 
plunder, no conntiy in the world is rich 
enough or mighty enough to endure a sys 
tem of governmenc umltr which theft ia 
legalized and honored. Ii the olTeucfS of 
the Mercier (lovernment are condoned by 
the electorate, henceforth no man's property 
is safe, and tho name of (Quebec will beoomo 
a Hcorn and a liy-word on this coulinent. 
Already the ordinary financial resources of 
the piovinco are nearly exhausted, and tl 
lidliilaiil who votes to restore the reign of 
corruption and extravagance is simply in- 
viting the direct tax collector to his door." 

We are greatly inclined to believe that 
the apathy which the Star deplores ia more 
apparent than real. Our contemporary will, 
we hope, before the election takes phice, be 
surprised to iind tho people ulive to the im- 
portance of the crisis, and uniting, as they 
never united before, to punish the men who 
have so shamelessly abused their confidence, 
and made their province a by-word, not only 
in this Dominion, but throughout the whole 
liritish Empire. We refuse to entertain the 
fear that the people of Quebec will disgrace 
themselves and the Confederation of which 
they form a part by returning Honore Mer- 
cier to power.

after he knew that Chili had made or was 
about to make ample satisfaction for any 
ofTence it had given tho United States. It 
is said now that Chili's reply was not 
received until tho day after the Preai

Was it 
the Chilian difficulty that caused the misun- 
dorataiiding ur was it one of tho effects of 
their rivalry for the noniinuliou for the 
Presidency t 

EDITOIilAL COMMENT. 

TliK following paragrai)h applies to tho 
Dominion of Canada as well aa to tho 
United States. Tho waste of timber that 
has been long going on in this country ia 
niolanclioly to wilneas : 

"The slumieful waste of tho forests of tho 
country has attracted much comment in the 
past feiv years. Millions of acres that 
might have been made a perpetual source of 
revenue in wood, have been cleared of 
saleable timber, and burned over till bare 
desolation now shows over the region once 
covered by noble forests. This ia peculiarly 
tho case in mountain regions, where the 
cleared land could not be put to any other 
use than tho growing of trees. It is the in- 
evitable fate of timber lands given over to 
private ownership."

PEACE ASSURED. 

When wo said a few daya ago that there 
woujd bo no war between the Uniteil States 
and Chili we had no idea that our prediction 
would be verified ao soon. Wo baaed our 
surmise not ou the wisdom or the forbear- 
ance of President Harrison, but on tho 
prudence and good sense of the Chilian 
(iovernment. We were morally sure that 
tho Cliiliana would not bo so rash as Lo go 
to war with the United States if it could by 
any possibility bo avoided, and the event 
has proved that wo were right. 

It is now leaking out that there was u 
aerious disagreement between President 
Harrison and Secretary Blaine about this 
Chilian business. Mr. Blaiuo counselled 
patience and forbearance, while Mr. Harri- 
son was for baste and prompt action. 

These are circumatanccs which give rise 
to something more than a suspicion that 
Mr. Harrison knew before he sent his mes- 
sage on tho Chilian difficulty to Congress, 
that an ample apology had been made, 
or would soon bo made by the Govern- 
ment of Chili. It woldd be interest- 
ing to know why it waa that Mr. 
I'reekenridgo, tho duy after tho message was 
read, moved a resolution requesting the 
President to inform the House "whether 
any answer is received either from our 
Minister to Chili, Kgan, or from the Gov- 
ernment of Chili, lo tho deapalcb sent by 
the (iovernment of tho Uniled Stales to 
the republic of Chili, .lanuary L'l, and if so, 
from whom such anawer waa received anil 
at what time, etc." This was evidently 
considered by the friends of tho Administra- 
tion a very inconvenient anil inipolitio 
reaolution, and a vigorous protest waa made 
against its being put there and then. It 
waa shfdveil liy the mover'a consent by be- 
ing referred to tho I'oreigu Affairs committee.

In giving judgment in the "case of Lee vs. 
the steamer Olympian,, on Thursday last, 
Sir M. B. Begbie, C.J., local judge in 

Admiralty, said : — 

"The amount at stake iu this case is very 
small, and the facts are not complicated ; 
but tlie priueiplos involved are important. 
There \^ some contradiction as to matters 
of fact, and the variance of a few minutes 
(where minutes wero important) on the 
question of time. This confusion is prob- 
ably owing in part to the evidence of the 
plaintiir and his witnesses being filtered 
through an interpreter. The facts, how- 
ever, seem to bo that the plaintill' came 
about U a.m. on the 0th of October last 
with his fistiing smack of eight or nine tons, 
the Salmon, and another fisherman with his 
boat, of half the tonnage, the Neptune, to 
the public lauiling at the foot of Vatea 
street in order to go ashore and buy 
bait, intending immediately to atart out for 
tlio fiahing grounda near Race Rocka. 
This landing is at the water front of a strip 
of land vested in the Corporation of Vic- 
toria by a purchase from Mr. Yates. It 
reaches from Wharf street to the water's 
edge (east and west) and measures 35 feet 
on Wharf street (north to south) 
and about the same on the wa- 
ter front, (also north and south, or 
nearly so.) 'The conveyance to the Corpora- 
tion waa specially aiiuctioned by an Act of 
ParUament, entitled "An Act to enable the 
Corporation of Victoria to exehango cer- 
tain land for other loud suitable for a pub- 
lic landing," (1880, c. IIO— in Consolidated 
Acts, ISSS, No. 87,) and a by-law (No. 89 
(lo), 24 August, 1881), passed in compliance 
with such Act, and it seems impossible to 
contend that the land is not de- 
dicated to that pursose of a pub- 
lic landing and no other. And 
by the Victoria Incorportation Act, 
1867, which bus never, I believe, been re- 
pealed or alfected in that respect, and is re 
produced in the Consolidated Act ,1838, the 
whole power of dealing with "public 
wharves" iajveated in tho corporation, who, 
accordingly, have provided such accom- 
modation as they desired, viz., a pontoon 
or floating wharf, and approaches to Wliarf 
street, 'fhat being so, anybody who inter 
feres with the free use of that public laud 
ing and wharf, is a wrongdoer. The cor- 
poration itself could not grant any license to 
any person to interfere with the right of 
access or convenience. They own the 
soil, it is true, but only as trustees for a 
specific obji:ct. It is alleged that this land- 
ing, having only a frontage of about ,'15 feet, 
is (juite inadeiiuate, except for small boats, 
aud that ocean going steamers moored to 
the adjacent wharves (private property) are 
in the constant habit of projecting across 
the landing, without any interference by 
the corporation, or by the harbor 
master. That may very well be, be 
cause, as tho harbor master said 
in his evidence, there must bo 
a good deal of givo and take in tlie mooring 
and departure of ehipa in Victoria harbor, 
that may be very proper ; and when the 
" give and take " occurs between the owners 
of private wharves or those claiming under 
them, there is nothing more to be said 
that may ba presumed to have been licensed 
by full proprietors. But where the " give 
and take" interferes with the access to s 
public landing, no such license can be pre 
sumed, for llaru ia no person or autliority 
capiiblc of giviii;,' it, so long as the Act of 
Parliamtiit of 18S0 reiiiaiiis. If such inter- 
ference produces no ineonviMiience, there ia 
no person to complain, and the act, though 
wronuful, passes oil with impunity ; but the 
iiiterfcrer acta on his own reaponsibility. 
Now, here the mate in charge knew that the 
two fishing boats were at the pontoon; he 
had seen them come in about a.m. ; at that 
time, therefore, as well as in taking up her 
berth, the steamer had left convenient ac- 
cess for such boats as alone could 
use the lauding. Then, at a quarter 
before 7 a.m., the whistle is sounded, and 
the paddles are moved for a fow minutes. 
The plaintiir s evidence ia, that they in the 
Salmon wore then moving out (the Nep- 
tune got safe into the harbor), when the 
swaying bow of the steamer struck them, 
dashed them against the piles, and inflieteil 
the damage. The defendant's evidence is, 
that tho steamer's bow never moved ut all; 
that it was, in fact, immoveably moored, 
and that nothing done on board the steamer 
brought her bow nearer to the line of piles 
on which the private wharves stand, and 
between which and the steamer's bow the 
plaintilFs boat was crushed. It ia, however, 
incontestable tliat her bow was, somehow, 
moved nearer to tho piles; for their own 
evidence goes on to .show that liie plaintill' 
brought the whole loss on himself bj trying 
to S(iuee/.e between these ])iles aud the how 
of the steamer — a space which was less, they 
say, than the beam of the Salmon, though 
it allowed the smaller boat, the Neptune, to 
pass out into the harbor. But the defend- 
aiit.'s evidence also shows that the Salmon 
had come in through this gap about forty 
niimites earlier. The steamer was, there- 
fore, moved into audi a position as to in- 
terfere with the lawful and reasonable use 
of the landing, and so was a wrong-doer at 
the time of the accident; and, therefore, 
partly to blame. 

"On the other bund, that the plaintiff was 
also to bliime, and much more to blame, for 
the accident, is cjuite clear. I have no 
doubt but that he saw the danger and took 
his chance; acting not negligently merely, 
but quite rashly, and thia, whichever narra- 
tive of the accident be adopted aa true. 
If the defendant speaks truth, the gap waa 
already too narrow. If tho plaintiff is cor- 
rect, he saw that the gup was much nar- 
rower than when he came in, and narrow- 
ing every moment. Had their caRO, there- 
fore, depended on the principles of the com- 
mon law, the pliiintiif oould hava recovered 
nothing, and judgment must have been for 
the defendant. But in Admiralty, where 
both are in the wrong, each party bears half 
the damage sustained by tho other parly, 
irrespective of the degrees of blaine altribut- 
f.d to the plaintill' and defendant. Hay v. 
Le Neve {.Shaw, .Scotch app. •10,'i). Vaux v. 
Sliall'er, S Moo., P. C, app. 75. The Betsy 
Cuines, 2 Ifagg., 28. " Sylph," 2 .Spinka, 90. 

"It would be absurd to refer the (juostiou 
of damages to the regialrar and merchants. 
1 catimate the plaintilT's d.iiiiagc at .'^75. 
The defendants have proved no damages. 
'I'lie .S75 must he borne by both parlies 
e(|ualiy, and each will bear liia own costs of 
ciumsel, witnesses, etc. But having a dis- 
cretiiin about costs, I except the court fei-s, 
wliicli 1 direct to be borne by both parties 
equally."

A Sl,500 BLAZE. 

Frame House, on Johnson Street, Guttfd by 
Fire. 

Damage to the extent of from Sl,'200 to 
Sl,500 was done by a fire which broke out, 
last night, shortly after 6 o'clock, at No. 
lOTJonnsoB street. The huilding was a 
frame one-story residence, with kitchen at- 
tachment, und has been occupied for the 
past seven years by 0» R. ' Thompson, a 
working ship's carpenter. Mr. Thompson, 
accompanied by liia wife and child, left the 
house a few minutes after G o'clock, and at 
that time, according to his statement, all 
lights wero out, but there were two coal 
tirea burning— one iu the hit. !icn and one 
in the sitting- room. Not more than ten 
minutes after their departure, tho lire was 
noticed. It broke out first in the 
kitchen, and tho alarm was im- 
mediately given by tehiiihone from tho 
nearest store, to the fire luiU. The brigade 
turned out promptly enough, but there was 
10 or 1,1 minutes delay iu getting a stream 
of water on the llames owing apparently to 
the fact that no one knew where the nearest 
hydrant was. However, once the water 
was turned on, the firemen made short 
work of the blaze, which was finally put 
out about 7t3D o'clock. 

The house was valued at S900, and the 
furniture and contents at about the same 
figure. Tho insurance amounts to 51,800, 
in two policies of §1,000 and $800 each in 
the yElna and Guardian companies respec- 
tively. The policies wero in the house at 
the lime of the fire, but were 
saved by Police Sergeant Levin. 
The salvage is mostly of furniture nnd some 
clothing, the whole all more or lesa dam- 
aged, but perhaps worth from $L',">0 to §.',00 
now. 

In connection with this fire, it ia a point 
worthy of note that, although there were 
two lire alarm bo.sea within eaay distance of 
the house, no one seemed to think anything 
about them. The teieplione, a block fur- 
ther away, was used to communicate with 
the department. Those who have fire 
alarm bo.\ea in their neighborhood will do 
well lo locale them, and tlien enquire from 
.some one who knows, how to use them. 
That's what they are for, und certainly, if 
used last night, the damage would have been 
somewhat less.

The Trntli is that Old Jfan Chris was 
Out for the Unst-Bill Nyo 
Doesn't Want to Kick 



A Man Whon lie ia StiH Tallied of iu 
Clilcasro and Other Places— But 
Chris Was a Liar.

lb is now -100 years since a solitary horso- 
man might have Leeu seen riding between 
hia own homo and the reigning worlcs of 
King Foidinand, wrapped in thought.. Four 
hundred yours hivvospod away, and a miglity 
nation, proud and arrogant, has arisen to do 
honor to that heroism and the courageous 
blunder which added a new world to civil- 
izition. 

Beading carefully the biography of Colum- 
bus we find that no one in bis age or gener- 
ation could have been better fitted for the 
mighty job of opening up and booming a 
western world than Christopher Coltimlju^, 
for ho is said to have been one of the bn'ylu- 
est yonng liars of his time. Columbus tool; 
prevarication in its infancy, it is said, uud 
put it on its fict and mado an industry of 
it. " He had a talent of deceit," says liis 
biographer, " and sonietiines boasted of it, 
or at least counted it a merit." 

And this is the gentleman whoso name 
wc give to the world's great exposition -100 
years after he found ua while looking [oi 
some one else I I hate to seem pessimistic 
or speak light ly of a great niun. 1 believe 
that I sliould speak of Columbus 
with respect, as I would have wished 
him to refer to me if our places

It was 
an idea laught by the I'ylhiigorean.s in the 
aixtli et ntury beture Chi ist , uliicb was, as 
the ready nuilliemai ieian uill See at once, 
about 2,000 years btfoic Christopher Col- 
umbus gilt Ins lunch put up for his great 
Jduiicy we-t. Two Imiulred years befure 
(.'lirist. Crates is saiil to have constructed a 
globe map over ten feet in diameter and 
oUered it as a jiremium with his pap';r, so 
that even in the time of our Saviour the 
sphericity of the earth was not a new thing. 
BeligiouB mutters, of course, engrossed the 
attention at that tiino ao much that geo- 
graphy was yet in its infancy, but it was 
common talk in Jerusalem, especially on 
the west side, that the earth was round like 
a ball und composed of land ond water. 

Toscanelli hud much to do with firing up 
Columbus to make the voyage of discovery. 
We hear very httle of Tosciihelli, and yet he 
taught Columbus that the earth was round 
like a ball und flattened at the poles. Tos- 
canelli hud figured out by means of loga- 
rithms and a piece of chali; that the circum- 
ference of ihe earth whs l.S.dOD miles. This 
alight error o[ 7,000 n.iles, considering wh.it 
(lis jdvanlages he li ul to dial with, and also 
that one asirononier as late as tin; si.^tienih 
century mmle an error of .'1,001), 000 mih s in 
figuring Mil the distance of the earth from 
the sun, not even discovering the mistake 
till yeiirs i.fierwatd, when lio uccidently 
paced oir the distance out of curiosity — I 
Boy an error of 7,000 miles, at a lime w hen 
there were so few barns U|)nn which tomake 
^(eometrical c ilculations, is not surprising. 

Let us now pa.ss on rapidly to sjjeik of 
Iving Ferdimnul and Qui en Isabella, viewed 
in the light of more careful rci-carch by the 
l)iograplier of Columbus. Is it not too bad 
to learn, after yeais of faith und truat in 
Isalella, that she was really one of cur 
coarsest and jayest of (juoms?

Isabella, it has been said, pawned her 
jewels that Columbus might go to tho west 
and find a new world. Tho historiui says 
she did not do that. So icu-the woKan's de> 
partmcnt of the great exposition Isabella 
shouM nob be pernntlcd to Itold the place 
which by rii;hts Queen Victoria should hold. 
VicUu'ia ia very dilVcrent from Isabella. 
She is uin-lgbt as a inouarcli, and has never 
once steppi'd aside from the path of duty in 
order to satisfy her own selfish wishes. She 
has put in her little old eight hours net- duy 
reigning just the sumo as she would if God 
had told her to stand behind a counter and 
rap on llio sbow-casa und call "cash" for tho 
same number of years. 
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.'^0 the historian says that (jueen Isabella, 
hoping for new i calms to govern and for 
several new fealskin Eae(|ues on tho return 
of t'olumbus, bade bini godspeed and nuide 
him sign a east-iron contiact to lurii over 
alibis discoveiiea to her and Ferdinand. 
Then, bilieving that the yreat traveller 
would strike Asia, they gave him a letter of 
inlroiluctioii to the kluui of Tartary instead 
of a letter to Sitting I'mll, as lliey should 
have done, and ho set out. 

lie was to be commodore of Long Islanil 
Sound if he succeedt'd, and GoverLor-(Jcn- 
eral of Constable's Hook. He was, by con- 
tract, permitted to i etnin one-tt nth of ail 
gold, silver, pearl.s, precious stones and 
pells found on the voyuge, after the costs 
luid been deducted. 

The biographer of Columbus tells us that 
the story about Isabella having pawned her 
jewels lo fit out Colunibua on hia trip will 
not do at all. She and Fenlie just siinply 
cast an anchor to windward, hoping to gi t 
a conlrolling interest in the Slaiidard Oil 
Comii.my before anybody else did so. 

And so the storj- gradually comes down 
to the spinal column of lust for gold, not 
only on the part of his royal backers, lint 
even Columbus and his crew were out lor 
the ilubl, and that alone. W hat aconunon- 
place talc, after our schoolboy wonder and 
admiration. Wherever Columbus landid, 
he atked if gold existed there. Jf not, he 
asse.sbed the natives so much cotton per 
head. When there was gold, it was a 
hawk's bill of this metal per man und a 
cilabash of gold per chief. The rotuiidily 
of the carih did not worry him so much aa 
his own lotumlite. 

Finally Co.umbua got to lying again, lie 
gave ollicea lo bis relatives, not only to his 
wife's family, but ut la.>t ho got reckless 
and began lo hand out offices to hia numcr- 
oiH children. It was thin time to cull u 
lial;, as the lopal Gepo(» papers so truly 
said, and when ho offered to open up a slav^ 
trade between Spiin and the IJ.diamaa peo- 
ple lost faith in him. 

It is pretty well settled that Columbus 
drew the prv.i; fdr tir.-,t seeing land, when aa 
a matter of i.icl one of bis nun was liist to 
see it, and that be put the inuiiey into a 
watch with a peach .stone cliarii, on the 
chain. 

Columbus. had been ilc ad •J.'IO years hi^fore 
he li-uriied that bis dis:oveiy was nut a pai t 
of Aaia. Wa ciii imagine him now, as be 
ri/de aloni; the Ji r-ey co.ist, iii(|Uinng for 
the Ah Klujond < f ."^watl, to whom he had 
a letter Iroin I'l rdiiiaiiil. i cm seehiiiinow 
at the I'otter IruiMing or the Mills building 
ahking for the Khau of Tartury, or trying 
t l timl ids tt'lepiioiio number on a pink 
pamphlet at the ferry. 

Vet we might a.s well give to Columbus 
the glory of this great discovery, whether 
he (lid It occideiitally or from a mercenary 
point ( f view purely. We will let that go. 

The time ia ripo for celebration. Let ua 
cekbiiite. Wlien Columbus came here 
I'ati ick Ilcnry bad not even been surmised ; 
Henry Clay h id not been thought < f . 

The applicit oa of electricity had not 
liten dreamed of, and the pink lea was yet 
unborn. Oh, what strides huve been made 
even in one century, and in 400 ycar.i the 
change h.is been most marvelous. The use 
of eiiMlage at the time of the discovery of 
America was yet in its infiucy.

Horrible Couditious of Distress 
AmoDffSt the Pauper 
jPeasaut Glass. 



Thousands of Human Beings Dying' 
for Want of Bread to 
Sustain Life.

Coucorniug tho awful destitution that 
prevails in tho Kazan Province, on tho 
bank.s of tho Vulgn, tho following letter 
was recently written by M. Mikhiiovitch, 
a stall curroapoiideiit of tho St. PetorS- 
bui'g Nuvodi, whoj in company with a 
physician, made a tour of that district. 
1 traiislato itfroni tho i>;ic;i)i I'i; Poznanski, 
of Pijsen, Prussia. It was intended only 
for [n-ivalo ciruulation, a.!) the Ru-ssian 
government is putting forth every poa- 
aiblo ellort to sujipross the facts in regard 
to the suU'erii'g that is being endured by 
tho perishing thousands. 

'^rtio fnniine is increasing at a most 
appalling riito. Tho aid tlius far ren- 
dered tlio siill'crer.s is but a drop in the 
ocean of disties.s. We came first to the 
village of Mikhaylovka, wliieli coinjiriaes 
about lilteen huiidred inbabitanta. The 
place liiul the ap|)earaiici' of being quite 
deserted, as scarcely aiiy one was seen 
upon tho streets. On entering a peas- 
ant's huuso, our attention was first 
attiacted lo a bundle of rags and an old 
hat that wore lying upon a bench. As the 
pile seemed occasionally to move, we 
turned it over, and Wi ro astmiished to 
tind the man of the household lying iin- 
deriieatli, apparently sullering fnuii a 
high fever. Ilia body was almost rigid, 
und aa the doctor e.\ainiiied him, he be- 
trayed liiirdly any signs of life, liis face 
was [lale and expressionless, save, per- 
haps, as it indicated the abandonment of 
hoiie. Jlis eyoa were fixed on us, though 
they manifested nut the slightest gleam 
of inlclligenee. 

"Ld<e all tho residents of St. T'eteis- 
buri;, including the few who have ren- 
dered some nBsistance to the starving 
111 altitudes, I was ijuito ignorant of the 
actual state of alliiirs. 'i'hiii particular 
lioiisehokl was a sight terrible to behold ; 
one which 1 will never forget. The one 
room which constituted their 'home' pre- 
sented ii ])ictiue of tho must abject 
misery. A woiii:iii. with her face hor- 
ribly swollen, lay upon the floor as if 
dead, She was scarcely recognizable as 
a human heing, neither ej'es nor iioso 
being visible for the ni is.s of bluish llosli 
into which disease bad transforine 1 ber 
features. In olio corner lay a lifteoii- 
year old boy, whoso legs and arms were 
111 a most pitable state of eiuiiciatioii. 
lie was unable to move, f{ir his Rtoinacli 
was swollen to an abnoriHalsizu— in pain- 
ful contrast with hi.s limbs— pieaontiiig a 
monstrosity more hi rriblu than could be 
conceived by the moat iniagiuativo cari- 
caturist in the wi rill. Two ( ther iiiein- 
bers of this family were sick of typhoid 
fever — the peasant's wife and iier live- 
year-old boy. Tho only one who seemed 
able to move about was a thin, niisi rable- 
looking girl of thirteen years. There 
was not even a crust of bread to be found 
aiiywdiere ab lUt the room, Not a cow 
nor a fowl was to be seen ; everything 
1 ving in tho shape of a domestic animal 
was killed and eaten. 

"In other houses of that villatre we 
found conditiuus of - distress more horri- 
ble, if possible, than tlioso described 
iiliovo. ^Voincli, rl'.ild'rell, find oven ten- 
der infants were lying about on benches, 
dying in terrible agony. The .scene beg- 
gars description. We found nine liun- 
drcil victims of hunger and the maladies 
which it ijroduces in that oiio village, 
with only a few nurses to care for them. 
Thoy were left to dio by thriso whoso 
atrength enabled them tj escape from the 
.■-cciie beiure the fumino took the epide- 
mic form. 

".lust think of it 1 In Kaz.-ui province 
alone there are !J.")0,000 liinnan beings 
(lying of hunger, while Ufteon neighbor- 
ing provinces eolitaiu tvventy-soven niil- 
liiiiis of people almost as bad / A truly 
pa'belic iiictnrc is presented by these 
niillinns or peasants dying the .slow deatb 
of starvation without a muriiiin-, while 
the (iovoininent Relief C niniittee h ive 
as yet only ilianiMri/ a means of allevia- 
ting tlie distie.-s ! Tho deliberations of 
this distinguished commissinn, under the 
presidency of the Czarowitz, are sccurclj' 
bound with red tape ami impenetrable 
mystery, ibnti .di thus f.irthey have seemed 
to Consist mainly in ilili'ieiit ellorts to 
siipiiresH .11 aecnrale news relating to a 
calamity unp.iiallelud in the history of 
this sorrow-atriekeii empire. Perhaps 
this is why the civilized nuti ns of the 
globe have as yet looked only with appar- 
ent inlillerencu upon this laiiientablo 
.■■itua'i II. Hut 1 am lu'oud to note that 
the United .States were the tirsfc to oiler 
assis aiice, which was gratefully ace pted; 
while, through the iiiule-like stupidity of 
the autocrat on the Russian throne, the 
prompt aid of England was peremptorily 
refused. This was a crime whiph the 
enlightened peojiles of the world should 
not ci inloiic— a crime ag.iiiist biinianity 
to stand ni the way of succor oll'ered to 
the miUioiia of our race who are dying on 
tho way-side for want of bread ! True, 
it was but a mouthful, but tho spirit of 
its reception by the hereditary oppressor 
may give a clue to the causes that have 
led up to this awful state of nfi'airs. 

"T'hu fact is, it will reiiuiru at least 
two billion rubles (a billi.ui dollars] to 
provide the food, clolliing, seed, and 
Cittle that sliidl bo necessary lo tide over 
t lis disaster, and it is needed at once. 
Count Tolstoi, with Ihe help of his wife, 
two sons, and two daughters, is feeding 
over a thousand families. In IMoacow lie 
has staited a relief fund, while at many 
other poll, s he has opened soup kitchens, 
to which the fainisliing [leople flock in 
tho'jsatids, blessing the philanthropist's 
honored name.

For gooti sound practical advico to the 
would bo expert oarsman, the following 
deliverance of champion William O'Con- 
nor, is very hishly commended. Tlio 
remarks quoted were made in course of 
rvny iiitorvimv Imd with O'Connor by Mr. 
Eiigonu Buclduy, of tlie ISostoii (Hobo, 
who, liimsulf a lluirow^h aquiUic sport, 
ap])rooiiitti3 full well tlio value of the- sug- 
gestions. Jloro tliiiu this too, iu a.s 
much us till) Toronto oarsman is not 
ji man given to talldni.' very nincli, when 
ho does say s^methint;, that aoniotliing is 
jis a general rule very k<'"l1. 

Hero tiion is tlio chiiiupiona comment: 
*'A3 ft rule "says he" novices, when start- 
ing in rowing, pirchiiso a second-Iiand 
boat that lias been in use for some time. 
The novice may lie a man who stands 5 
feet (i inches in he.it.dit and weiijlis l;!5 
pounds, yet I.e will jump into a buat 
made for Jako Oaudaur or some otlier 
man who stands C fuut in height and row 
with the same rigging. There was a time 
when oarsnipri, both short and tall, would 
row just as Ned Ilanlan did, but aniong 
tiio intelliL'eiit ehisa of scullers, those days 
have passed, If 1 was to teach a young 
man to row I would lirst look him over 
carefully and lind out bis weakest points, 
and rig his boat to favor those weak 
spots. Some men inivo strong lower 
limbs and poor arms, while others can do 
an almost unlimited amount of work with 
their arms and shoulders. What a man 
wants to do is to reach a medium, and 
this can only bo done by a constant 
changiiiL' of rig until he feels comfortable 
and has his work e(iuali/.od. If a man 
has a pair of strong legs and only fairly 
strong arms he can lower his seat and 
outriggers, providing be is clever enough 
enough to clear the water, but if liis body 
and arms are his strongest points, ho can 
raise his seat and get better results for 
power expended. Ilanlan is a good illus- 
tration of the former typo of an oarsman, 
and old Bill Beach was the other e.xtreine. 

"Some men ask ' Mow am 1 to lind 
out what is the best height for my seat !' 
That is easily answered. If after a hard 
row your logs are more afTeotod than your 
arms you should raise your scat about a 
quarter of an inch, and tit the same time 
time taking care to raise your outriggers 
until you can clear tho water. Kliould 
■one feel tired in tho arms, and tho logs 
are strong, drop the seat tho same dis- 
tance. When a man starts in rcjwing in 
the spring afier resting during the win- 
tor months, ho is likely to feel much 
stronger in the legs than in tho arms 
unless he works hard • with those 
members. .-Xtliletes deligbt in a long 
walk in the o|ien air during the winter, 
and the result is they start in rowing 
with legs in good shape and arms in poor 
■condition. Under'such circumstances an 
experienced oarsman can change a trille 
m order to fav</r those parts, but as soon 
as he begins to get in shape he must lii.d 
that nietlium. 

"Rigging a man in a boat is about llio 
same as fitting a harness to a horse, for 
an experienced driver will see in a sec- 
ond what strap needs taking up or leltins 
out in order to equalize the strain. 1 
■ know positively iliat Beach rowed w ith 
his seat nine inch>s high, which was a 
radical change from the (>h inches that 
Hanlan used to row. 1 have tried the 
high and low seats, and after all have 
settled down to 6^ inches, which now 
suits me best. * 

"After 8 young man gets well boated 
and riggtd he usually starts in rowing 
distances and eventually trains for a race. 
You will invariably find that tho oarsman 
who lias a professiiuial trainer comes out 
ahead, all things considered equal at the 
start. Tho watch^'ul eye of an exper- 
ienced man soon detects changes that can 
be made which will develop more speed 
and make work lighter and more pleasant 
to the athlete. 

"Young men, as a rule, do too much 
rowing, and wlr n it conies around race 
day they have left the race beliiiul on the 
river, if a man does nothing hut row 1 
woukl advise him to go over tlie distance 
he will row every ni ruing at a fair |jace, 
taking care to watch bis blade work and 
get command of his seat. In the after- 
:noon ho can take a good long row of four 
or live miles at a fair jiace, but above idl 
he must not GO any spurting unless it is 
near the boat house. 

"For a woi kiiignian who lias but one 
row a day all his work must Lie done in 
tho boat, and his starts and spurts must 
be done after taking his full distance. 

"I favor pedestrianism for men who give 
all their lime to rowing, and I alway.s 
take gooil long walks after meals. This 
would never do for a man who works at a 
tr.ide, fyr they would grow stale before 
race day. 

"If a inun knows by cvjiericiice liisbest 
weight for a race, ho .should gradually get 
down to it, but once thoro ho should let 
up on his work, and be saiislicd to hus- 
band his strength for tho day ( f tho race. 
Spurting and racing w ith every man you 
meet on I he river will not improve you, 
but on the eontraiy I .am inclined to 
think it will develop a bad style. 

"More speed will be obtained from 
clean strokes to tho minute than i!5 that 
are piled in a reckless manner. When I 
spurt I usually run my strokes up to H.") 
a minute in a single, and witli Ilanlan for 
a partner in a double we can do .'18 with 
CISC. In spurting the back and arms are 
called on to do most oi tho work, and the 
slide is gradually lengthened out as tho 
stroke is slowed down. 

"Not one out of ten amateurs know 
liow to train. They eat in a hurry, row 
immediately after meals and bring on an 
awful thirst. If a ni.an must row immed- 
iately after meals ho would make greater 
progress by striki'ig an ea.sy swinging 
• 6tr(d<o and rowing .a long distance. 

"The boat has much to do with the 
spoed a man attains, and opinions diiler 
as to the best lini'B. While in Australia 
I found 'hey diangroed on what constitu- 
ted the fastest model, just the same as 
they have in this country. iSearlo, 
Utanbury and others have their boats 



built by Sullivan, but I had my boat 
built by Donnelly. Australian oarsmon 
row a'l their races with tho tide, and 
favor a deep and narrow boat, with loss 
camber than those in use in this country. 
Sullivan builds those boats to suit the 
Australians, and Donnelly is noted as 
being an advoi'atu of the full boats, such 
as we uso in this country. A man who 
woiu'os H'li) jiounds in Australia will row 
a 10.', inch boat. Thoy claim that the 
deep'-r it sits in the water in a race with 
tho tide tho faster it w ill no. 

"I have given Ruddock instructions to 
make my new boat straightor on the keel, 
as 1 Bnd that the boats that are cut away 
at tho bow and stern require a man to 
keep up a very fast stroke in order to 
keep headway on, while the others run 
much eaaier and niako better boats for a 
race. 

"I lind very littlo diireronco in Aus- 
tralian and American built boats. It is 
simply impossible for an American to go 
to Aostrailia and expect to defeat Stan- 
bury, fen- the cliuiato is against ua. J be- 
lieve there are a couple of men who could 
win frinn stanbury in this country. I 
regiU'd I'elcr Kemp, of .-Vustralia, tho 
most iinislied oaisiiiaii in tho world, not 
even excepting Ed. Ilanlan, who, to the 
American oarsman, is a model sculler. 

"At [ireaent 1 am rowing a .10;,' boat, 
seat Gi high, 57-ineh spread, U feet tJinch 
senlls,' buttoned 32 inches, and Of blade. 

"You can say that I am ready as usual 
to row any oarsman in the world a sin- 
glo-scull lace for an}- luiiouut w ithin rea- 
son, and Ilanlan an^l myself will row any 
double-scull team in the world, Teenier 
and Ibjsmer preferred. 

"As far as 1 am porsonal'y ooneerned, 
the gate receipts will bo a secondary con- 
sideration in tins match race, but wo are 
nevertheless willing to row in any kin I of 
water our opponents may n.aiiie, 

"1 am having niy new boats fitted with 
water-tight comiiartments, and see no 
reason why we cannot row in rough water 
as well as <iur rivals. 

"Should a race be arranged w ith Stan- 
bury 1 would demand that it bo rowed 
on a lako course, as the betting would be 
so largo that I could not alibrd to take 
any chances.

(.■onfu-if'ii was heightened hy tbe smashing 
of fui iiliure and tlio cries of tho women. 
15y this time several humlred people had 
collected about the building, and the fore- 
most of them seeing the predicament those 
inside were in, sntaahed open the door and 
liberated thcni. Then men, wonjcii, child- 
ren and chairs, were huddled out into tho 
street with a rush, and several policemen 
« iio were quickly on tho scene, cleared the 
house of ev(tryh(idy hut, the proprietor. It 
was soon ascn t.aiinMl ili.it, notwithstanding 
the severity ot the explosion, nobody was 
hurt. 

Tho accident was caused by one of the 
audience shaking tho lantern stand, 
iind by the subsetjuent leaking of 
t«o of the tubes connecting with the 
bag, ihiia bringing the hydrogen, oxygen 
and ether all together, and ex|)loiling then, 
by force of contact. Chemically the ad- 
mixture of these gases is one of the risks 
e.vperin. enters have to run when i)erforming 
many of their tests. The damage ilone is 
estimated at three hundred dolhirs, for, 
in addili(:n to the wrecking of the glass, 
door and other jiarts of the room, the 
lantern, a fine new instrument, was des- 
troyed.

Mr. J. E. Crane Visits Vernon and Sees Many 
Golden I'rosppcis Before 
that .Section. 

Mr. .1. 10. Crane, of the firm of Crane, 
McGregor & Boggs, returned to the city on 
Friday night from a trip to the Okanagan 
country and Vernon. Ho visited the dis- 
trict on business connected with his insur- 
ance companies, but he is accustomed to 
keeping his eye about him, and ho saw on 
his visit a great deal to wonder at and ad- 
mire. Ho spent ton days in Spallumcheen, 
and visited the surrouDding country a good 
deal. 

Tbo death of Mr. Dewdncy last week haa 
caused a great deal of very genuine regret 
among all his acquaintances and neighbors. 
It is recognized that it will be a hard m.it- 
ter to get a man in his place who will suit 
the position he filled ns ably as hu did. 

Tbe Shuswap and Okanagan railroad are 
now running trains twice a week from Sica- 
moiis, and tho post oliice ins])ector has just 
conipleted an arrangement with the com- 
pany to take over the mails, a change that 
is sincerely welcomed by everybody in tho 
district, as, previously, there has existed 
great dissatisfaction on account of the 
incotnplete and totally imidequate .system. 

.Mr. Crane says that the farming popula- 
tion is being very largely uiigmiuued by 
numbers of men, who, attrueted to the 
locality by the favorable reports that have 
gone out broadcast concerning its capacitj', 
arc settling down fast onto small farms and 
homesteads. For these latter there is just 
now a great demand, and the ICarl of 
Aberdeen has decided to cut up 
the ])roperty he recently purchas- 
ed from Mr. Vernon into ariiall 
holdings ranging from 20 acres to 150 acres 
in size. His idea in doing this is to en- 
courage fruit growing as much ua possible, 
and in this respect he has gone a great deal 
farther also. As soon as the spring sets in 
It is his intention' to start tho erection of u 
lorge fruit cannery at Okanagan Mission. 
The whole of tho residents of the district 
are loud in their praises of the Earl since ho 
purchased tho property, and there is no 
doubt but that he is doing his utmost to 
foster wealth and encourage industry among 
them. All through the country Mr. Crane 
aaw a great many young orchards, some of 
them very large, and uU ahowlog prospects 
of fine fruit trees in tho near future. 

At the present time a great deal of grain 
is being daily taken into tbo Shuswap and 
Okanagan mills, and the farmers who have 
been in the country for some years are all 
doing well, and finding a rea<ly market for 
whatever they ha\'e to sell. 

Coal, and very line coal too, lias been dis- 
covered on the mountain just at tin; back of 
Kiiderby. Some excellent seiims liave been 
disclosed, and, in April, men will be put to 
work to investigate the find thoroughly. 

All tlie cattle arc thriving and looking 
well. The market for stock is never too 
full, and excellent prices are readily obtain- 
able by all. 

In short, tlie outlook from every, stand- 
point is splendid. Mr. Crane says that it 
IS impossible to speak in terms too glowing 
of the country and its appearance, and that 
it will always be able to hold, nndiaputcd, 
the proud title of tbo garden of Britiah Col- 
umbia.
